At 5 o'clock last
evening President Crane, of the Shoe nud
Leather Isatlonal bank, of rew York,
walked Into United States Marshal Ar
nold's ofllco. Half an hour after ho was
sitting In Inspector Shea's olllce, when tho
door opened and his defaulting book-
keeper, Samuel C. Seely, stepped Into tho
room. Mr. Seely reached out nud took
tho extended hand of President Cratio. As
the president shook Seely's hand with tho
warmth of on old friend It was readily
soon that Seely was much nilocted. His
body trembled with omotlou, his lips
quivered and In a low nud stammering
tone of voice ho said: "Mr. Crano, I did
not think you would want to shako hands
with mo."

Mr. Crano, pushing Seely Into tho
chair besido him, rcpliod In kindly tones:
"Why, Sam, I am glad to seo you. Sit
down."

Tho door closed on tho two man. For
half an hour they wero closetod together
Inspector Shoa, at tho request of Mr.
